| Temperature Spotted 

The temperature was spotted, 
varying from a minimum of 27 
degrees for 15 minutes in some 
of the higher groves, to as low 
as 23 degrees for several hours 
in more exposed groves. How- 
lever practically all of the exposed 
groves are well equipped for 
frost protection and for that rea- 
son it is believed no great dam- 
age was done.
